ark, N. J. Immediately after he finishes 
speaking Juc'ge Varker will start fc:- 
Jersey City where a shorter-address, 
which he is now preparing, will he de- 
livered. He expects to he back at the 
HoterSeville by 1 o'clock tomorrow.

speech-building. Since Saturday last 
he has been working almost continual-

In 
none of them are there repetitions, 
each being original. 


AH statements to the contrary not- 


withstanding. Jiidge Parker will speak 
at Carnegie Hall on We-lnesday night, 
as well as at Cooper Union. The Car- 
negie Hall address will be one of the 
most important of the campaign.

has been practically decided that the 
nominee will not go to Baltimore to 
deliver an address.

FOULS JOE GANS AND LOSES THE 


CHAMPIONSHIP 


Referee Graney Promptly Awarded the 


Decision to Cans in the San 


Francisco Bout 


San Francisco. Xov. 1.—A foul cost 


Jimmy Britt of California the light- 
weight championship. In bis fight here 
•with Joe Gans, he had sent Gans to his 
knees in the fifth round and then, 
losing his. head, gave him a vicious 
punch, and Referee Graney promptly 
awarded the decision to Gans on a 
foul. The same thing had happened in 
the fourth round. Gans had dropped 
to his knees to escape a blow that did 
not land. Britt struck at him, but 
Graney would not allow the foul. In 
the next round, however, Graney very 
promptly recognized the foul fighting. 
It looked almost from the start as if 
it were Britt's fight He actually out- 
boxed Gans and landed blow after 
blew. In the fourth round it was ap- 
parent that Gans was scared, and bar- 
ring a foul the fight was Britt's to a 
certainty. While no excuse can be 
made for Britt losing his head, it cer- 
tainly seemed that Gans invited a foul. 
The decision was a great shock to the 
biggest crowd that ever filled the pa 
vilion, but fair-minded men agreed that 
Graney's judgment was just. 


Britt was frantic -with rage when he 


realized that be had lost the fight, and 
he rushed at Graney, striking wildly. 
Graney, who is something of a boxer 
himself, fought back, but the police in- 
terfered and separated the belliger- 
ents. Britt declared as he left the 
ring: ''I know that I can beat Gans, 
and I want to fight him again." 


Gans and liis followers were highly 


delighted at the decision and had no 
complaint coming. After the fight, 
when Britt had recovered his temper, 
lie apologized to Graney and said: 
"What could I do when a man fell 
overy time when it was unnecessary? 
I am sorry I hit. him while on his 
knees, but I could not help it." The 
fifth round lasted but 38 seconds when 
the foul was declared.
